Mr.  Ch.-virman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  the  LTrban  District  for  the  year  1962,  prepared  in 
accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1/63. 

There  was  an  increase  of  380  in  the  estimated  population. 
The  birth  rate  was  12.8  per  thousand  of  population  (13.8  when 
adjusted  by  a comparabilit}"  factor  of  1.08)  which  was  the  same 
as  1961.  The  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  18.0  per 
thousand. 

The  crude  death  rate  increased  to  12.8  in  1962  from  12.4  in 
1961  per  1,000  popidation,  but  it  was  lower  after  applying  the 
comparability  factor  (0.82)  at  10.5  compared  with  10.8  in  1961 
(comparabilit\'  factor  0.87).  The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  11.9  per  thousand. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  fractionally  lower  in  1962  at 
19.0  per  1,000  live  births  against  19.1  in  1961,  and  is  well  below 
the  national  rate  of  20.7  per  thousand  live  births.  There  was  no 
maternal  death. 

The  number  of  notified  infectious  diseases  was  greatly  reduced 
in  1962  due  mainly  to  a lower  incidence  of  measles.  There  were  no 
cases  of  meningococcal  infection  or  of  typhoid  and  paratyphoid 
fevers.  For  the  fourth  year  running  there  was  no  case  of  polio- 
myehtis.  There  was  again  no  case  of  diphtheria,  the  last  case  of 
which  occurred  in  1946.  The  happy  state  regarding  these  last  two 
infections  would  seem  to  be  entirely  dependent  on  maintaining  a 
high  level  of  vaccination  and  immunisation. 

The  Banstead,  Carshalton  and  District  Housing  Society 
achieved  their  ambition  of  providing  a second  Home  for  elderly 
people,  called  Roseacre,  at  Holly  Hill  Drive,  vdth  accommodation 
for  forty  residents.  The  opening  ceremony  was  performed  by  the 
Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  on  24th  October,  1962. 
It  is  being  run  on  the  same  lines  as  Roseland  in  Garratts  Lane. 

The  work  of  sanitaiy"  supervision  in  the  district  and  of  the 
protection  of  food  has  been  most  etficiently  carried  out  under  the 
direction  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  (Mr.  J.  W.  Gale)  to 
whom  I express  my  thanks.  His  wide  experience  and  detailed 
knowledge  of  the  district  have,  as  always,  been  of  great  value. 
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The  one  slaughterhouse  in  the  District  gave  some  cause  for 
concern  during  the  year  owing  to  the  greatly  increased  through- 
put of  animals,  causing  congestion.  1 1 ,030  animals  were  slaugh- 
tered during  1962  (36,678  units)  compared  with  5,846  in  1961 
(19,934  units). 

Work  on  the  scheme  for  sewering  the  Kingswood  Warren  and 
Chipstead  Bottom  areas  commenced  on  17th  October,  1962. 

Of  special  importance  in  the  history  of  Banstead  was  the 
successful  appeal  against  the  recommendation  of  the  Royal  Com- 
mission on  Local  Government  Reorganisation  in  the  Greater  London 
Area  that  Banstead  should  be  included  in  Greater  London  in  a 
hnk-up  with  the  Boroughs  of  Epsom,  Sutton  and  Cheam, 
Beddington  and  Wallington,  and  the  Urban  District  of  Carshalton. 

The  water  supply  of  the  district  was  maintained  at  a high 
standard  of  purity  during  the  year  and  an  efficient  control  by 
chlorination  and  sampling  was  continued. 

I should  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  help  and  co- 
operation of  all  the  doctors,  and  staffs  of  hospitals.  Homes,  water 
undertakings,  neighbouring  local  authorities,  Surrey  County  Council 
and  Divisional  Officers  with  whom  I have  had  deahngs  during  the 
year. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chief  Officers  of  the  Council  and 
their  staffs  as  well  as  to  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
for  their  loyal  support  and  efforts. 

Finally,  I should  like  to  thank  you  Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and 
Gentlemen  for  your  continued  interest  and  support  during  the  year.

Social  conditions,  including  the  chief  industries  in  the  area  : — 

The  Urban  District  of  Banstead  comprises  the  Parishes 
of  Banstead  (5,659  acres),  Chipstead  (2,151  acres),  Kingswood 
(1,820  acres),  Walton-on-the-Hill  (2,304  acres),  and  Woodnian- 
sterne  (887  acres).  The  Banstead  Parish  contains  several 
defined  communities,  namely  Banstead,  Burgh  Heath,  Nork, 
Tattenhams  and  Tadworth.  Lower  Kingswood  is  within  the 
Kingswood  Parish. 

The  altitude  is  high.  Banstead  Village  is  530  feet,  Chip- 
stead  550  feet.  Lower  Kingswood  660  feet,  and  Walton-on- 
the-Hill  580  feet  above  sea  level. 

Green  Belt  and  Common  land  provide  large  tracts  of 
open  space  and  generally  the  district  is  well  wooded,  undulating 
and  of  great  scenic  beauty. 

The  district  is  mainly  residential  and  agricultural  in 
character. 

For  the  purposes  of  electoral  representation,  the  district  is 
divided  into  nine  wards,  namely,  North-East,  Nork,  South-

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA 


Environmental  Services 

The  Public  Health  Committee,  acting  under  powers  delegated 
by  the  Council,  administer  most  of  the  local  authority  duties  referred 
to  in  this  Report.  The  Housing  Committee  deals  with  housing 
matters  and  the  Town  Planning  Committee  with  the  planning 
and  licensing  aspect  of  caravans. 

Personal  Health  Services 

These  services  include  the  care  of  mothers  and  young  children, 
midwifery,  home  nursing,  and  the  care  and  after  care  of  persons 
suffering  from  illness.  They  are  administered  by  the  Surrey  County 
Council. 

Hospital  Facilities 

There  are  no  general  hospital  facihties  within  the  Urban 
district.  The  chief  hospitals  serving  the  district  are  the  RedhiU 
General  Hospital ; East  Surrey  Hospital,  RedhiU ; Epsom  District 
Hospital ; Sutton  and  Cheam  Hospital ; and  St.  HeUer  Hospital, 
Carshalton. 

Specialised  hospitals  in  the  area  are  (1)  Banstead  Hospital  for 
Nervous  Diseases,  which  serves  part  of  the  L.C.C.  area  and  Ban- 
stead,  also  admits  mental  cases  with  tuberculosis  from  the  whole 
area  of  the  South-West  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board, 
(2)  Tadworth  Court,  a country  Branch  of  the  Hospital  for  Sick 
Children,  Great  Ormond  Street,  (3)  Queen  Elizabeth  Hospital  for 
Children,  (4)  The  Zachary  Merton  Convalescent  Home,  a Branch 
of  The  London  Hospital,  and  (5)  Shabden  Park  Hospital  for  long 
term  geriatric  cases,  administered  by  Epsom  Group  Hospital 
Management  Committee. 

Laboratory  Facilities 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Epsom  and  the  laboratoiy^ 
at  Sutton  and  Cheam  Hospital,  are  available  for  bacteriological  and 
pathological  examinations  of  specimens  and  samples. 

For  chemical  analyses  the  services  of  the  Pubhc  Analyst  were 
employed,  and  for  biological  examination  of  milk  samples  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  County  HaU,  London,  S.E. 

Ninety-five  infectious  disease  or  food  poisoning  specimens  were 
submitted  to  the  laboratories  from  the  Urban  District  and  were 
made  up  of  89  faeces  specimens  and  6 others. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

An  Ambulance  Station  of  the  Surrey  County  Council  Ambulance 
Service  is  situate  in  the  Urban  District  at  Brighton  Road,  Banstead. 

In  cases  of  emergency  such  as  accidents,  an  ambulance  can 
be  obtained  by  telephone  by  either  diaUing  ‘ 999  ’ or  where  the 
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telephone  is  not  of  the  dialling  system,  lift  receiver  and  when  the 
operator  answers,  ask  for  “ Ambulance 

Requests  for  ambulances  in  all  other  cases  can  only  be  obtained 
through  a doctor  or  a hospital  and  such  re([uests  are  to  be  made 
to  the  Area  Ambulance  Control,  163  Kingston  Road,  New  Malden, 
Telephone ; Malden  7733. 

Mortuary  Facilities 

The  arrangement  with  the  Corporation  of  the  Borough  of 
Epsom  and  Ewell  for  the  use  of  the  mortuary  of  that  authority  at 
Depot  Road,  Epsom,  continued.  Fifty-two  bodies  were  admitted 
during  the  year. 

Medical  Examinations 

Seventy-nine  medical  examinations  of  staff  were  undertaken 
during  the  year  for  fitness  for  employment,  superannuation  and 
sick  pay  purposes. 

Health  Education 

Health  Education  was  carried  out  during  the  year  as  part  of 
the  normal  duties  of  all  members  of  the  staff  during  their  routine 
visits. 

The  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Com- 
mittee and  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Deputy  Chief 
PubUc  Health  Inspector  attended  a one-day  Conference  in  March 
run  by  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education  at  Purley,  on 
Methods  of  Health  Education  in  Urban  Areas. 

Several  posters  were  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  on 
Smoking  and  Lung  Cancer  and  were  widely  distributed  to  pubHc 
notice  boards,  hospitals,  general  practitioners,  etc. 

New  posters  on  Venereal  Diseases  were  distributed  in  November 
for  display  in  pubHc  conveniences  and  railway  station  conveniences. 

New  Legislation 

Landlord  and  Tenant  Act,  1962 

This  Act  came  into  operation  on  1st  March,  1962.  It  con- 
sohdates  and  rationalises  existing  legislation  on  the  provision  and 
contents  of  rent  books,  and  contains  several  irew  features. 

The  provision  of  a rent  book  will  in  future  be  obligatory  for 
weekly  lettings  which  are  not  subject  to  the  Rent  Restrictions 
Acts  and  irrespective  of  the  rateable  value. 

Consumer  Protection  Act,  1961 

Regulations  made  under  this  Act  came  into  operation  on  1st 
June,  1962. 

They  impose  requirements  to  prevent  or  reduce  the  risk  of 
death  or  personal  injury  in  relation  to  domestic  space  heaters 
which  burn  paraffin  oil,  and  are  not  designed  for  use  with  a flue. 
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National  Assistance  Acts,  1948  and  1951 

Section  47  -Persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention. 

No  formal  action  was  necessary  under  this  section  during  the 
year.  However,  one  new  case  was  brought  to  notice  as  possibly 
being  in  need  of  care  and  attention,  and  was  admitted  to  hospital. 

In  addition,  seven  old  people  were  kept  under  observation 
from  previous  years.  One  man  was  re-admitted  to  Old  People’s 
accommodation  at  the  end  of  the  year,  having  discharged  himself 
during  the  summer.  The  remainder,  all  ladies,  continued  at  home. 

Section  50 — Burial/Cremation  of  the  Dead. 

No  action  was  necessary  during  the  year. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Water  Supply 

Water  for  domestic  purposes  is  supplied  to  the  district  from 
the  deep  wells  of  the  Sutton  District  Water  Company  and  of  the 
East  Surrey  Water  Company,  the  former  supplying  the  Parishes 
of  Banstead,  Kingswood  and  Woodmansterne,  and  the  latter  the 
Parishes  of  Chipstead  and  Walton-on-the-Hill. 

Two  houses  at  Walton-on-the-Hill  are  supplied  with  water 
from  the  mains  of  the  Epsom  & EweU  Corporation. 

Chlorination  is  applied  to  aU  sources  of  supply  as  chloramine 
and  the  water  is  softened  to  9 degrees  or  less  of  hardness. 

Both  Companies  submit  samples  of  water  for  examination 
by  their  Consultant  Analysts  at  monthly  intervals  and  also  operate 
their  own  laboratories.  Samples  of  the  raw  and  treated  waters 
are  examined  dally  by  their  Chemists. 

Twelve  samples  were  taken  in  the  Urban  district  for  bacterio- 
logical examination  and  four  for  chemical  examination. 

Routine  sampling  is  carried  out  monthly  in  rotation  by  the 
District  Councils  in  the  areas  of  supply  of  the  two  Water  Companies.

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Banstead  received  rmrestricted  supplies  of  high  (juality  water 
throughout  the  year. 

The  waters  are  not  liable  to  have  pluuibo-solvent  action  and 
no  action  was  necessary  in  respect  of  any  form  of  contamination. 

All  the  dwellings  in  the  Urban  District  have  a piped  water 
supply  therein. 

The  Sutton  District  Water  Company  supplies  11,255  dwellings, 
the  East  Surrey  Water  Compau}^  1,154  and  Epsom  and  Powell 
Corporation  2 dwellings.  The  total  population  supplied  is  41,370. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  majority  of  premises  in  Banstead,  Lower  Kingswood, 
Walton-on-the-Hill  and  Woodmansterne,  a number  in  Chipstead  and 
a few  in  the  remainder  of  Kingswood  are  served  by  public  sewers. 

The  sewers  of  Banstead  and  Walton-on-the-Hill  discharge  to 
disposal  works  at  Worcester  Park  in  the  Borough  of  Sutton  and 
Cheam.  Those  of  other  areas  in  the  Urban  District  discharge  to 
the  sewers  of  Coulsdon  and  Pnrley  Urban  District  Council  for 
disposal  at  the  Beddington  Works  of  the  County  Borough  of 
Croydon.  There  are  four  pumping  stations  on  the  line  of  sewers. 

The  approximate  length  of  foul  w^ater  public  sewers  in  the 
district  is  83  miles.  This  does  not  include  those  public  sewers 
which  prior  to  1st  October,  1937,  were  known  as  combined  drains, 
or  the  sewers  provided  on  Council  housing  estates. 

Work  commenced  on  the  scheme  for  the  sewering  of  the 
Kingswood  Warren  and  Chipstead  Bottom  areas,  at  an  estimated 
cost  of  £140,000,  in  October,  1962.  Approximately  450  houses 
will  be  served  by  these  new  sewers. 

The  Urban  District  is  not  sewered  for  the  surface  water 
drainage  of  premises,  disposal  of  such  water  being  by  means  of 
soakaways  in  the  sub-soil. 

Where  sewers  are  not  provided,  drainage  of  premises  is  by 
cesspools  or  septic  tank  installations.  The  number  of  cesspools  is 
approximately  1,014  as  follows; —

Chipstead  335  Woodmansterne  39 

Kingswood  468 

The  drainage  of  49  houses  in  Banstead  discharges  to  a private 
sewage  disposal  works,  maintained  by  the  Council  at  the  expense 
of  the  estate  owner.  Consultations  with  the  estate  owner  during 
the  year  resulted  in  it  being  agreed  that  this  sewage  disposal  works 
should  be  abolished  and  the  drainage  of  the  estate  connected  to 
the  main  sewer.  The  agreed  contribution  by  the  owner  toward  the 
cost  of  the  work  was  £893.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  necessar}’’ 
extension  of  the  sewer  will  be  carried  out  in  1963. 

During  the  year  the  drainage  of  15  existing  premises  was 
connected  to  existing  sewers,  14  cesspools  being  abolished  thereby. 
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Facilities  are  available  to  owners  whereby  connection  to  sewer 
of  the  drainage  of  premises  is  executed  by  the  Council  on  their 
behalf,  the  cost  being  repayable  either  by  lump  sum  payment  on 
completion  of  the  work  or  by  way  of  instalments  over  a period  of 
six  years. 

Rivers  and  vStreams

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Cesspool  Emptying 

The  Council  undertake  the  emptying  of  cesspools,  the  service 
being  free  of  charge  where  a public  sewer  is  not  available.  Five 
cesspool  emptiers  are  in  use.  The  cesspool  contents  are  discharged 
into  the  sewers  at  three  disposal  points,  one  in  Waterhouse  Lane, 
Kingswood,  one  at  How  Lane,  Chipstead,  and  one  at  Brighton 
Road,  Lower  Kingswood. 

Closet  Accommodation 

Water  closets  are  the  general  rule,  but  there  are  eight  pail 
closets  in  Kingswood,  four  in  Banstead,  nine  in  Chipstead  and  two 
in  Walton-on- the-Hill.  The  contents  are  emptied  by  the  Council 
twdce  weekly,  the  service  being  free  of  charge  where  a pubhc  sewer 
is  not  available.  One  pail  closet  in  Kingswood  and  one  in  Chip- 
stead were  converted  to  water  closets  during  the  year. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

House  refuse  is  collected  by  the  Council  weekly,  except  in  the 
case  of  Banstead  Hospital  from  which  the  refuse  is  collected  daily, 
Monday  to  Friday. 

Disposal  of  the  refuse  is  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  at 
Rookery  Farm,  Lower  Kingswood. 

The  refuse  service  is  operated  under  the  control  of  the  Council’s 
Engineer  and  Surveyor.

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Public  Conveniences 

There  are  four  public  conveniences  provided  by  the  Council, 
situate  in  Banstead,  Lower  Kingswood,  Tattenhams  Ward  and 
Woodmansterne,  all  being  sited  at  public  recreation  grounds.  In 
addition,  by  arrangement,  the  conveniences  at  a public  house  are 
available  for  use  by  the  public  at  Lower  Kingswood. 

Shops  Act,  1950 

The  District  Council  is  the  vShops  Act  Authority  for  the  Urban 
District. 

There  are  446  shops  in  the  District.  No  Orders  have  been 
made  in  respect  of  Earl}^  Closing  Days,  Closing  Hours  or  Partial 
Exemption. 

Swimming  Pools 

One  privately  owned  outdoor  pool  at  Burgh  Heath  was  open 
for  use  by  the  public  during  the  summer  months,  the  water  being 
mechanically  filtered  and  chlorinated. 

There  are  four  open  air  pools  and  two  indoor  pools  not  avail- 
able to  the  public  at  vSchools  and  Institutional  premises  in  the 
district. 

Thirty-seven  inspections  were  made.  Seven  water  samples 
were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  one  sample  for 
chemical  examination.  The  results  were  satisfactor>L 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs  and  Fleas 

One  infestation  of  Fleas  was  treated  with  liquid  insecticide 
spray. 

No  infestation  of  Bed  Bugs  was  found. 

Cleansing  of  Persons 

Dming  the  year  ten  cases  of  head  lice  received  treatment  at 
the  Council’s  clinic. 

The  number  of  treatments  totalled  17.  Lethane  Oil  is  used 
for  the  treatment  of  head  lice. 

For  the  first  year  since  1957  there  were  no  cases  of  Scabies. 
The  treatment  clinic  forms  part  of  the  offices  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  and  comprises  a bathroom,  with  large  sink 
and  hot  and  cold  water  supply  and  W.C.  and  spray  cubicle.  It 
has  been  found  to  be  an  ideal  arrangement  for  these  facilities  to  be 
available  within  the  offices. 

Marine  Store  Dealers 

An  Order  is  in  force  declaring  Section  86  of  the  Public  Health 
Acts  Amendment  Act,  1907,  to  be  operative  in  the  Urban  District. 
There  are  two  registered  premises. 
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Offensive  Trades 

There  are  no  trades  of  this  type  in  the  Urban  District. 
Complaints 

The  complaints  received  totalled  (->49.  They  related  to  a wide 
variety  of  subjects. 

Massage  Establishments 

The  provisions  of  Part  IV  of  the  Surrey  County  Council  Act, 
1931,  relating  to  the  registration  and  management  of  Massage 
EstabUshments  are  in  operation.  One  new  estabhshment  was 
opened  and  closed  during  the  year,  leaving  five  such  establishments 
in  operation  within  the  Urban  District. 

Employment  Agencies 

Two  Agencies  licensed  by  the  Surrey  County  Council  under 
that  Council’s  Acts  of  1925  and  1936  ceased  to  operate  during 
the  year. 

Riding  Establishments  Act,  1939 

Mrs.  K.  Cole-Powney,  the  veterinary  surgeon  appointed  by 
the  Council  under  the  Act,  continued  to  visit  and  report  upon  the 
riding  establishments  in  the  district. 

Thirteen  inspections  of  eight  establishments  were  made  and 
examinations  of  horses  totalled  179. 

One  complaint  was  received  as  to  the  condition  of  the  horses 
at  one  establishment  and  this  was  referred  to  the  veterinary"  surgeon 
for  investigation.  The  report  upon  the  investigations  indicated  that 
the  horses  were  in  satisfactory  condition. 

Agriculture  (Safety,  Health  & Welfare  Provisions)  Act, 
1956 

The  duties  of  a local  authority  under  this  Act  relate  only  to 
sanitary  conveniences  for  the  use  of  workers  employed  on  agri- 
cultural units. 

Apart  from  County  Council  vSmallholdings  of  small  acreages, 
there  are  thirty-one  farms  in  the  district  with  acreages  varying 
between  14  and  750  acres,  sixteen  of  these  agricultural  units  having 
over  100  acres. 

No  action  was  necessary  to  require  either  the  provision  of 
sanitary  conveniences  or  the  proper  maintenance  of  existing  con- 
veniences. 

Factories 

The  majority  of  the  factories  in  the  district  are  small  in 
character.  They  include  builders’  premises,  boot  repairers,  the 
manufacture  of  food,  motor  repairs,  bakehouses  and  laundries. 
There  is  one  large  printing  works  situated  in  Power  Kingswood. 
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A small  amount  of  homework  is  carried  on  in  the  district, 
such  outworkers  being  employed  in  the  making  of  wearing  apparel, 
boxes,  toys,  lampshades  and  artificial  flowers  for  firms  in  the 
lyondon  area.

The  properties  inspected  totalled  571,  and  inspections  and  re- 
inspections numbered  3,116. 

The  duties  of  the  Council  under  the  Act  relate  to  enforcement 
of  the  provisions  thereof,  but  the  Council  provide  a disinfestation 
servdce  which  occupiers  of  premises  can  employ  if  they  so  desire. 
Charges  made  are  of  a nominal  character  in  respect  of  residential 
premises  and  are  dependent  on  the  type  and  character  of  the 
infestation.  The  charge  in  respect  of  business  premises  is  on  a 
cost  basis. 

The  charges  amounted  to  £398. 

No  infestation  of  ship  rats  was  found. 

Other  Pests 

From  time  to  time  advice  is  sought  in  regard  to  infestations  of 
various  types  of  insects — beetles,  cockroaches,  bats,  crickets,  ants, 
flies,  moth  larvae,  wasps.  When  treatment  is  carried  out,  a charge 
is  made. 

Clean  Air  Act,  1956 

Notifications  were  received  in  respect  of  the  installation  of 
three  furnaces,  under  Section  3 (3)  of  the  Act. 

There  are  no  smoke  control  areas  in  the  district. 

Building  Bye-laws  as  to  the  provision  in  new  buildings  of 
suitable  heating  and  cooking  apparatus  have  been  adopted  by 
the  Council. 
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Noise  Abatement  Act,  1960 

Complaints  as  to  noise  received  during  the  year  related  to  the 
barking  of  a dog,  bantams  kept  on  residential  premises  and  the 
operation  of  coal  sack  filling  apparatus.  Investigations  as  to  the 
latter  were  continuing  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Noise  at  an  electrical  switch-gear  factory  noted  in  my  report 
for  1961,  was  the  subject  of  further  complaint.  By  the  end  of  the 
year  enforcement  action  under  Town  Planning  had  been  taken. 

HOUSING 

Slum  Clearance  Programme 

During  the  year  six  houses  were  demolished,  four  of  which 
were  the  subject  of  demolition  orders  made  in  1961 . The  remainder, 
two  unoccupied  derelict  houses,  were  cleared  by  the  owner  to 
permit  the  re-development  of  the  site.

Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation 

The  attention  of  the  owner  of  one  house  was  called  to  the  need 
for  additional  sanitary  conveniences  and  means  of  escape  in  case 
of  fire  in  respect  of  accommodation  on  the  second  fioor  of  the  house. 

Improvement  of  Houses 

Discretionary  Grants 

Six  enquiries  were  received  from  owners  of  dwellings  as  to 
grant  towards  the  cost  of  works  they  proposed  to  carr>'  out.  They 
all  related  to  works  not  within  the  grant  scheme,  such  as  repairs, 
additional  sanitary  facilities,  and  additions  to  enlarge  the  existing 
accommodation. 

Three  applications  for  grant  for  the  improvement  of  dwellings 
were  approved.  The  dwellings  were  occupied  by  the  owners. 
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The  amount  of  grant  paid  during  the  year  was  £1,046  in 
respect  of  five  dwellings,  grants  for  which  were  approved  in  1960 
(2)  and  1961  (3). 

Standard  Grants 

Six  enquiries  as  to  grant  were  received,  all  of  which  related 
either  to  work  already  done  or  not  eligible  for  grant  by  reason  of 
lack  of  some  of  the  standard  amenities.

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Planning  permission  was  granted  in  1952  for  the  siting  of  one 
hundred  and  fifty  caravans  for  a period  of  fifteen  years,  on  a site 
at  Lower  Kingswood,  and  a site  licence  was  issued  in  1961  requiring 
a progressive  reduction  in  the  number  of  caravans  to  one  hundred 
and  fifty,  there  then  being  one  hundred  and  seventy-seven  cara- 
vans on  the  site.  Progress  continued  in  the  reduction  of  the 
number  of  caravans  until  the  24th  May,  1962,  when  this  hcence 
condition  became  complied  with.  The  number  of  caravans  did  not 
exceed  one  hundred  and  fifty  during  the  rest  of  1962. 

Another  condition  of  this  hcence  required  the  carrying  out  of 
works  within  six  months.  Within  that  period  the  site  roads  were 
surfaced  vdth  tarmacadam.  During  1962  only  a small  amount  of 
other  works  were  done,  such  as  re-roofing  one  toilet  block,  complete 
re-mring  of  the  electricity  service  of  the  same  block  and  frost 
protection  of  water  standpipes.  Proceedings  for  failure  to  comply 
with  this  hcence  condition  were  instituted  by  the  Council,  and  the 
case  was  due  for  hearing  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

On  land  adjacent  to  this  authorised  caravan  site,  two  other 
sites,  containing  four  caravans,  were  licensed  in  1961,  with  run- 
down conditions.  The  use  of  these  two  sites  ceased  in  1962. 

The  use  of  a site  for  one  caravan  at  Walton-on-the-HiU,  which 
was  hcensed  in  1961  for  a short  term  period,  ceased  in  1962. 

One  caravan  at  Lower  Kingswood,  the  subject  of  a Town 
Planning  enforcement  notice,  was  removed  from  the  site  in  March, 
fohowing  the  re-housing  of  the  occupier  by  the  Council  and  one 
caravan  at  Tadworth,  for  which  planning  consent  was  refused,  was 
removed  from  the  site  in  June. 

A caravan  at  Walton-on-the-Hhl  in  connection  with  forestry 
operations  and  four  caravans  on  two  building  sites  at  Lower 
Kingswood  and  Tattenhams  were  occupied  for  short  periods  during 
the  year.

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vScARLET  Fever.  Niue  cases  were  notified,  as  against  six 
in  1961.  The  illness  continued  mild  and  caused  no  deaths.  The 
speedier  return  to  school  and  non-exclusion  of  family  contacts 
continued  and  is  justified  by  the  present  mildness  of  the  disease. 

Diphtheria.  No  case  was  notified  for  the  seventeenth  year 
in  succession.  It  is  still  most  essential  to  maintain  a high  per- 
centage of  immunised  children. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin.  The  possibility  of  diphtheria  must 
always  be  kept  in  mind  in  the  differential  diagnosis  of  infections  of 
the  throat.  Any  suspected  case  should  be  admitted  to  isolation 
hospital  at  once  for  diagnosis  and  treatment.  Swabs  for  diagnosis 
should  be  taken  before  any  antibiotic  is  given.  The  early  injection 
of  antitoxin  is  the  most  effective  and  reliable  treatment  of 
Diphtheria. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation.  During  1962,  the  number  of  chil- 
dren in  the  Urban  District  who  were  immunised  was  four  hundred 
and  forty-seven.  Of  these,  four  hundred  and  twenty-three  were 
under  five  years  of  age  and  twenty-four  were  over  five  years  of  age. 

One  hundred  and  eighty-eight  were  immunised  before  the  age 
of  one  year,  which  represents  35.7  per  cent,  of  this  age  group. 
This  is  far  too  low.  Eight  hundred  and  sixteen  received  reinforcing 
injections. 

Numerous  small  outbreaks  of  Diphtheria  elsewhere  in  the 
country  in  recent  years  stress  the  need  to  maintain  or  improve  the 
numbers  of  immunised  children. 

Smallpox.  No  case  was  notified. 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox.  Vaccination  of  infants 
under  two  years  of  age  is  our  first  line  of  defence  against  Smallpox. 
The  trend  now  is  to  vaccinate  infants  between  the  ages  of  one  and 
two  years  rather  than  in  the  first  year  of  life.  The  basal  immunity 
provided  enables  re-vaccination  later  in  life  to  be  carried  out  with 
less  risk  of  reaction.  Re- vaccination  should  be  carried  out  between 
8 to  10  years  of  age.  An  increasing  number  of  people  travel  abroad 
and  vaccination  is  often  required  as  a precautionary^  measure. 
Outbreaks  of  Smallpox  arise  suddenly.  Vaccination  is  our  only 
safeguard  as  no  treatment  is  yet  known  to  be  effective. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  vaccinations  in  age 
groups  during  1962,  which  is  much  higher  than  in  previous  years 
because  of  the  presence  of  Smallpox  in  the  Country  in  the  early 
part  of  the  year.

This  large  increase  was  due  to  the  importation  of  Smallpox  into 
the  Country  at  the  end  of  1961  and  early  1962. 


Measles.  One  hundred  and  sixty-seven  cases  were  notified 
in  1962,  compared  with  four  hundred  and  twenty-three  cases  in 
1961.  There  was  no  death.

The  intensity  of  an  epidemic  corresponds  to  the  number  of 
susceptible  children  in  a community  and  there  is  an  increased 
incidence  every  second  year.  In  the  absence  of  any  specific  vaccine, 
the  control  of  Measles  is  dependent  on  the  early  recognition  of 
symptoms  and  the  early  isolation  of  the  patient.  The  infected  child 
is  usually  out  of  sorts  for  three  or  four  days  before  the  rash  appears. 
There  is  slight  catarrh  of  nose,  throat  and  eyes.  There  is  irritability' 
and  loss  of  appetite.  Mild  fever  is  often  present  and  can  be  detected 
by  use  of  the  thermometer.  The  early  phase  is  highly  infectious 
and  the  child  should  not  be  allowed  to  go  to  school  or  to  play  in 
the  street.  Babies  and  weakly  children  should  be  protected  from 
infection. 
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Cases  are  excluded  from  school  for  ten  days.  Home  contacts 
under  who  have  not  had  the  ilhiess  are  excluded  from  nursery 
school  for  fourteen  days  from  the  appearance  of  the  rash  in  the  last 
case  in  the  house.  Other  children  are  only  excluded  at  the  first 
sign  of  illness.

Whooping  Cough  Immunisation.  All  children  should  be 
immunised,  preferably  starting  as  early  as  three  months. 
Immunisation  will  prevent  or  modify  the  illness  in  the  majority 
of  cases. 


Dysentery.  Eight  cases  were  notified  in  1962,  compared 
with  five  cases  in  1961.  Seven  were  of  the  Sonne  type  and  one  of 
the  Flexner  type.  The  one  Flexner  case  and  five  Sonne  cases 
occurred  in  an  Institution.  The  remaining  two  vSonne  type  were 
isolated  cases  occurring  in  a youth  of  18  years  and  a young  lady  of 
17  years  of  age. 


Tetanus.  Immunisation  against  Tetanus  is  available  on 
request  by  parents,  and  is  best  combined  with  Diphtheria  and 
Whooping  Cough  injections  in  infancy  and  given  with  Diphtheria 
at  school  entry  and  age  10  and  alone  at  age  15  years.  The  Tetanus 
bacillus  is  a normal  inhabitant  of  the  intestine  of  the  horse  and 
immunisation  by  toxoid  is  an  important  precautionary  measure  for 
aU  who  work  in  stables  and  on  manured  land.  Infection  is  acquired 
through  an  abrasion  or  wound  of  the  skin  which  may  be  so  small 
as  to  escape  notice.  Immunisation  with  the  toxoid  avoids  the 
prophylactic  use  of  anti -tetanus  serum  to  which  some  people  are 
allergic.  To  be  effective,  immunisation  should  be  reinforced  after 
one  year  and  thereafter  at  intervals  not  exceeding  five  years. 
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Meningococcal  Infections.  No  case  was  notified  during 
the  year. 

Poliomyelitis.  No  case  was  notified  in  1962.  The  number 
of  poliomyelitis  cases  in  England  and  Wales,  and  deaths  from 
poliomyelitis  were  approximately  one-third  of  those  for  1961. 
Sabin  oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine  became  available  at  the  end  of 
March,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  simpler  method  will  enable 
the  vaccination  state  to  be  maintained  or  increased. 

Vaccination  was  continued  for  all  aged  six  months  to  forty 
years,  plus  special  categories.  During  the  year  approximately  576 
persons  received  initial  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis,  and  1,516 
received  third  or  fourth  doses  as  shown  in  the  following  table ; — ■

Typhoid  Fever  and  Paratyphoid  Fever.  No  case  was 
notified  during  the  year. 


Food  Poisoning.  There  were  two  cases  of  food  poisoning. 
One  occurred  in  a young  man  of  seventeen,  whose  work  took  him 
round  the  London  area.  The  organism  responsible  was  Salmonella 
Bredeney  which  had  caused  a number  of  cases  in  the  Greater  London 
area  in  the  previous  month  or  two.  The  origin  of  the  organism 
had  been  traced  to  a factory  in  ClerkenweU.  which  processed 
imported  hams  and  had  recently  closed  down.  No  direct  link  with 
their  products  was  established.  There  had  been  a delay  of  three- 
and-a-half  weeks  between  onset  of  symptoms  and  the  case  coming 
to  the  notice  of  the  Public  Health  Department.  The  other,  also  in 
a young  man,  was  caused  by  Salmonella  T>"phi  Murium.  He  worked 
and  had  some  of  his  meals  in  London.  No  source  was  traced. 
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Puerperal  Pyrexia.  One  case  was  notified  during  1962. 
The  Puerperal  Pyrexia  Regulations,  1951,  require  the  notification 
of  “ any  febrile  condition  occurring  in  a woman  in  whom  a temper- 
ature of  100  degrees  Fahrenheit  (38  degrees  Centigrade)  or  more 
has  occurred  within  fourteen  days  after  childbirth  or  miscarriage.” 

Pneumonia.  Five  cases  were  notified.  There  were  32  deaths 
from  Pneumonia  during  the  year. 

Non-Notifiable  Diseases.  The  following  non-notifiable  in- 
fectious diseases  were  reported  by  head  teachers  during  the  year  ; — 

Mumps  . . . . 1 case 

Chicken  pox  . . . . 129  cases 

German  measles  . . . . 54  cases 

School  notifications  are  a useful  index  of  the  prevalence  of  non- 
notifiable  diseases  and  are  a basis  for  consultation  with  the  School 
Medical  Officers. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

On  31st  December,  1962,  there  were  on  the  register  384  cases 
of  Tuberculosis,  of  whom  351  were  Pulmonary  and  33  non- 
Pulmonar>L 

Nine  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified, 
including  one  in  an  Institution.  This  is  the  same  as  in  1961. 
Two  cases  of  non- Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified  in  1962, 
as  against  one  in  1961.

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There  were  live  deaths  from  Tuberculosis,  all  being  Pulmonary. 
Four  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  an  institution  which  has  wards  for 
Tuberculosis  cases.  The  death  rate  for  Tuberculosis  was  0.12  per 
1,000  of  population,  compared  with  0.066  per  1,000  of  population 
for  England  and  Wales,  and  is  composed  as  follows  : — 

Death  rate  in  institutions  . . 0.10  per  1,000  of  population. 

Death  rate  for  other  residents  . . 0.02  per  1,000  of  population. 

Protective  B.C.G.  vaccination  was  offered  to  susceptible 
adolescents  in  the  schools.  Of  358  children  in  the  13  year  age  group, 
252  consented,  i.e.,  70.4  per  cent.  Five  of  the  children  tested 
were  Mantoux  positive  (2.0  per  cent.)  and  236  were  vaccinated 
(65.9  per  cent.) 

The  Council  is  represented  on  the  Tuberculosis  Care  Committees 
of  the  dispensary  districts  (Sutton,  Epsom,  Redhill)  which  serve 
the  Urban  District. 

The  social  care  of  the  patients  makes  a most  important  contri- 
bution towards  their  reablement.  The  voluntary  services  of  our 
local  representatives  are  greatly  appreciated.  The  Committees 
work  in  close  co-operation  with  the  hospital  almoners  and  provide 
extra  nourishment,  clothing,  bedding,  grants  for  occupational 
therapy  and  hohdays  for  children,  mothers  and  convalescent 
patients. 


MASS  X-RAY 

A Mobile  Unit  attends  each  Tuesday  from  7.45  to  8.30  p.m. 
at  a site  adjoining  the  Central  Library,  Bolters  Lane,  Banstead, 
primarily  for  patients  referred  by  their  own  doctor.  During  the 
year  590  persons  so  referred  were  x-rayed  with  results  as  follows  : —
